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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER 


OF THE 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To theBoard of Selectmen of the Town of Rochester : 


Gestiumen—The Engineers respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing Report : 

The different Engines are located the same as designated in 
our report for the year 1863; the Companies are all well or- 
ganized with the machines in good running order, and always 
ready to do good service. if they should be called upon to ex- 
tinguish a fire. 

For the past year, the Fire Department has been called out 
only in two or three instances, and the fires extinguished with 
but shght damage ; and we congratulate the citizens that they 
have been so fortunate as not to require the services of the 
Department. 

We have put in two new Reservoirs in East Rochester, and 
one in Rochester village, in accordance with the vote of the 
town. One more is to be built in the village, and when this 
is finished it will complete all Reservoirs provided for the 
towu; but we think that one or two additional Reservoirs in 
the Village is called for, for the better protection of property 
in case of fire. 

At their meeting in March last, the town aprons ace a 
sum of money to Torrent Engine Company No. 2, for the 
purpose of building a new House, but the matter has been 
delayed on account of the difficulty in procuring a suitable lot 
on which to place the building ; but measures have recently 
been taken to obtain a proper location, an efficient Committee 
appointed, and proposals issued for building a house for their 
[ingine.

In closing our annual Report, we would suggest, that al- 
though our ‘public Schools are as good, perhaps, as the average 
in this State, and as good, we think, as we have reason to 
expect under our present school laws yet they are by no means 
what they should be.in order that we realize in fu 11 the almost 
unbouaded blessings which the Common School system js 
calculated to afford. It really appears to us that our common 
schools are greatly under-valued by our people ; not designed- 
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ly, perhaps, but for want of due consideration. May we not 
therefore profitably dwell fora few moments upon what they 
have done and are doing for us, in their present very imper- 
fect state, and then assisted by the light of the past, imagine 
if we can, what they would do, for us, if carried to that state 
of perfection of which they are capable. Perhaps there is. no 
way by which we can, in so few words, so powerfully impress 
and so clearly and effectually enlighten the public mind upon 
this subject, concerning which there seems to be so_hittle 
thought and therefore so much ignorance, as by referring to 
the present condition and conduct of the people of the north- 
ern States, where the whole population enjoy the benefits of 
the Common School, and contrasting them with the condition 
and conduct of the people of the southern States, where the 
Common School is almost unknown, and the common people, 
for want of education, are degraded to a level with the slaves 
“While they of the South through the ignorance of the mass- 
es have been, and still are being fed astray by a few designing 
and wicked men, and are struggling to throw off and abandon 
the best government on earth andl aNbe stitute the most degrad- 
ng despotism, based upon enslaving the laboring classes, we 
at the North are clingiig to that government and pouring out 
‘our blood and our treasure like water to sustain and perpetuate 
it; and although we have suffered much and propose to suffer 
more if need rah! yet we have by no means suffered as they 
have. And while. for the lack. of general intelligence: the 
South has forsaken our excellent form of gover nment, and sut- 
fered incalculable evils, the educated North has been enabled 
to appreciate it, and niet ouly to enjoy its blessings themselves, 
bat to constrain even its direst enemies to submit to its benign 
influence, and with us to cnjoy ity numberless blessings. ‘Thus, 
obeying the sacred injunction, “ Bless them that curse you, 
and do good to them that despitefully use and persecute you,” 
holding them back from self destruction and ruin. And hay- 
ing purifie d our government, if not fiom every stain, yet from. 
its foulest, and shown the amnipotence and u :destructibility 
of a rep ab lican government, administered by an, enlightened 
people, we hold it up to the admiration and imitation of the 
good. of all lands, and to the terror and dismay of wicked men 
and tyrants, either in our own or foreign lands. And now hay- 
- ing adverted to some of the beneficial, results of that general 


dl 
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intelligence, the foundation of which is our Common School 
system, we will endeavor to point out some of its defects, as 
we think, and suggest some improveme nts. And first we think 
the law, making it the duty of the Pradential Committee of 
each Lie trict to select a teacher, altogether wrong, and that one 
man elected by the people for aterm of not less that three 
years should perform all the duties of onr pvesent Superin- 
tending School Committee, and in addition thereto the duty of 
ee ctii teachers for every district in town, fixing the wages 
of the ee ciiars: drawing the money for pen district from the 
town tre “ASULY ea paying them ; and thus allowing the same 
man who has the oveisight of the schools, to select ieix teach- 
ers, we should feel, and he would fecl also, that if we had 
poor schools in consequence of having poor teachers, the fault 
wold be wholly, his; and a remedy could at once be applied 
by removing him and putting a better man in his place. But 
now in nine cases out of ten, our Prudential Committee take 
no interest in the schools, fecl that the office is a burden im- 
posed upon them without compensation, never visit the schools. 
know nuthing of the advancement or standing of them, feel no 
resp onsibility and care for no accountability, and phaaenl they 
,yhave no particular friend or relative to gr atify, employ the first 
person who happens along seeking employ ment as a teacher, 
provided he will teach véry theap: Now let the busines: of 
our manufactories and stores, sur farms and workshops be 
managed in the same way, set who does not see that it would 
be ruinous to all business. And who wonders that our schools 
are comparatively worthless, or that our Supermtending School 
Committee find it inpossible to make the schools what they 
should be, with such a poor selection of teachers, so wretchedly 
adapted to the places the ry occupy ¢ We mght a much more 
upon this subject, but we forbear, and commend it to the con- 
sideration of our Legislators. 

Although there are many other things to which we would 
gladly refer, such as the miserable condition of several of our 
school A atices sthe great injury done our schools by the irregular- 
ity of : feendance, “oid the great benefit our schools wold de- 
rive from frequent visits by the parents ; yet the space we pro- 
pose to occupy in remarks will nof allow us to enter minutely 
into these matters, and moreover they were quite largely dis- 
cussed in the report of your last year’s Committee, and prob-

ably have been for several years past; and with a short quo- 
tation from one of our mos* eh nen statesmen, which 
we think very appropriate as well as very true, we close our 
remarks. ‘* Never,’’ says he, “ was a reform tion more im- 
neratively Teen ten by ever : interest and every duty, than in 
our Common Schools Our Common Schools are as yet only 
the rudiments of an institution destined to mold anew the 
character, to create anew the fortunes of the nation. He who 
measures their influence, starts back in astonishment at the 
magnitude of the resnits already realized; and he who econ- 
siders what their influence ought to be. is no less astonished at 
the waste of our means and the neglect ‘ot our resources. J 
hesitate not to declare itas my earnest conviction, that through- 
out New &neland, we reap not one tenth part of the benefits 
which our schools are capable of yielding us. I know and I 
pledge my reputation upon it, that a bey twelve yeaas old. of 
average capacity can be tanght more of useful knowledge, bet- 
ter business habits, and better moral and intellectual habits, i in 
two years, than our children ordinarily acquire between the 
ages of four and sixteen. What a fearful treasure of talent 
wasted, of time misspent’”’ Now if these are true statements, 
and who doubts it? is it not time we take one step at least, to- 
wards reform? With an earnest entrgaty to the inhabits of 
our several School Districts to “ ponder well the paths of their 
feet” in relation to our Public Schools, we close our Report.
